Genesis 1:1 In the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth. 

1:26 And God said, Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, 
and over all the earth, and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

1:27 So God created man in his own image, in the image 
of God created he him; male and female created he 
them. 

3:8 And they heard the voice of the LORD God walking 
in the garden in the cool of the day: and Adam and his 
wife hid themselves from the presence of the LORD God 
amongst the trees of the garden. 
6:8 But Noah found grace in the eyes of the LORD. 
6:13 And God said unto Noah, The end of all flesh is 
come before me; for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will destroy them with the 
earth. 

6:17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters 
upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; and every thing that is in the 
earth shall die. 

6:18 But with thee will I establish my covenant; and thou 
shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons' wives with thee. 
6:22 Thus did Noah; according to all that God 
commanded him, so did he. 

8:1 And God remembered Noah, and every living thing, 
and all the cattle that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, and the waters 
asswaged; 

8:15 And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

8:16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, 

and thy sons' wives with thee. 

8:18 And Noah went forth, and his sons, and his wife, 

and his sons' wives with him: 

8:20 And Noah builded an altar unto the LORD; and took 
of every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar. 

8:21 And the LORD smelled a sweet savour; and the 
LORD said in his heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man's sake; for the imagination of man's 
heart is evil from his youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. 

Job 27:3 All the while my breath is in me, and the spirit 
of God is in my nostrils; 

Psalms 19:1 The heavens declare the glory of God; and 
the firmament sheweth his handywork. 
19:2 Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge. 

19:3 There is no speech nor language, where their voice 
is not heard. 

19:4 Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their 
words to the end of the world. In them hath he set a 
tabernacle for the sun, 

19:5 Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his 
chamber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 



19:6 His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and 
his circuit unto the ends of it: and there is nothing hid 
from the heat thereof. 

19:7 The law of the LORD is perfect, converting the soul: 
the testimony of the LORD is sure, making wise the 
simple. 

19:8 The statutes of the LORD are right, rejoicing the 
heart: the commandment of the LORD is pure, 
enlightening the eyes. 

19:12 Who can understand his errors? cleanse thou me 
from secret faults. 

19:13 Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous 
sins; let them not have dominion over me: then shall I be 
upright, and I shall be innocent from the great 
transgression. 

19:14 Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of 
my heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O LORD, my 
strength, and my redeemer. 

20:1 The LORD hear thee in the day of trouble; the name 
of the God of Jacob defend thee; 
51:5 Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me. 

Ezekiel 28:1 5 Thou wast perfect in thy ways from the 
day that thou wast created, till iniquity was found in thee. 

Matthew 10:28 And fear not them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both soul and body in hell. 
19:5 And said, For this cause shall a man leave father 
and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh? 

Romans 1 :21 Because that, when they knew God, they 
glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but 
became vain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened. 

1:22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became 
fools, 

3:23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God; 

3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 
7:14 For we know that the law is spiritual: but I am 
carnal, sold under sin. 

7:15 For that which I do I allow not: for what I would, that 
do I not; but what I hate, that do I. 
7:16 If then I do that which I would not, I consent unto the 
law that it is good. 

7:18 For I know that in me (that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth 

no good thing: for to will is present with me; but how to 

perform that which is good I find not. 

7:23 But I see another law in my members, warring 

against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity 

to the law of sin which is in my members. 

7:24 O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me 

from the body of this death? 

8:10 And if Christ be in you, the body is dead because of 
sin; but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. 
8:13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

8:18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time 



are not worthy to be compared with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us. 

8:20 For the creature was made subject to vanity, not 
willingly, but by reason of him who hath subjected the 
same in hope, 

8:21 Because the creature itself also shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

1 Corinthians 5:2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 

rather mourned, that he that hath done this deed might 

be taken away from among you. 

5:6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a little 

leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 

5:7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, that ye may be a 

new lump, as ye are unleavened. For even Christ our 

passover is sacrificed for us: 

5:1 1 But now I have written unto you not to keep 

company, if any man that is called a brother be a 

fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a 

drunkard, or an extortioner; with such an one no not to 

eat. 

5:12 For what have I to do to judge them also that are 

without? do not ye judge them that are within? 

5:13 But them that are without God judgeth. Therefore 

put away from among yourselves that wicked person. 

1 1 :3 But I would have you know, that the head of every 

man is Christ; and the head of the woman is the man; 

and the head of Christ is God. 

15:44 It is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual 

body. There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual 

body. 

Galatians 5:22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
5:23 Meekness, temperance: against such there is no 
law. 

5:24 And they that are Christ's have crucified the flesh 
with the affections and lusts. 

5:25 If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit. 
5:26 Let us not be desirous of vain glory, provoking one 
another, envying one another. 

Ephesians 2:3 Among whom also we all had our 
conversation in times past in the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the mind; and 
were by nature the children of wrath, even as others. 
2:13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far 
off are made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
4:22 That ye put off concerning the former conversation 
the old man, which is corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts; 

4:23 And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; 

4:24 And that ye put on the new man, which after God is 

created in righteousness and true holiness. 

5:15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, 

but as wise, 

5:16 Redeeming the time, because the days are evil. 
5:17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, but understanding 
what the will of the Lord is. 

5:24 Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so 
let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 
5:25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also 



loved the church, and gave himself for it; 

1 Timothy 1:15 This is a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners; of whom I am chief. 

Titus 2:2 That the aged men be sober, grave, 

temperate, sound in faith, in charity, in patience. 

2:3 The aged women likewise, that they be in behaviour 

as becometh holiness, not false accusers, not given to 

much wine, teachers of good things; 

2:4 That they may teach the young women to be sober, 

to love their husbands, to love their children, 

2:6 Young men likewise exhort to be sober minded. 

Hebrews 4:13 Neither is there any creature that is not 

manifest in his sight: but all things are naked and opened 

unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do. 

1 1 :6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for 

he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that 

he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 

12:4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against 

sin. 

12:1 1 Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless afterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby. 

James 1 :5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth not; 
and it shall be given him. 

1:6 But let him ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. 

1:12 Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: for 
when he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that love him. 
1:13 Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted 
of God: for God cannot be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man: 

1:14 But every man is tempted, when he is drawn away 
of his own lust, and enticed. 

3:1 My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that we 

shall receive the greater condemnation. 

3:5 Even so the tongue is a little member, and boasteth 

great things. Behold, how great a matter a little fire 

kindleth! 

5:20 Let him know, that he which converteth the sinner 
from the error of his way shall save a soul from death, 
and shall hide a multitude of sins. 

1 Peter 3:4 But let it be the hidden man of the heart, in 
that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. 

2 Peter 1 :4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding great 
and precious promises: that by these ye might be 
partakers of the divine nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the world through lust. 

1 John 1 :8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive 



ourselves, and the truth is not in us. 

1:9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 

forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 

unrighteousness. 

Revelation 20:12 And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were opened: and 
another book was opened, which is the book of life: and 
the dead were judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their works. 
20:14 And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death. 

20:15 And whosoever was not found written in the book 
of life was cast into the lake of fire.
